TRANSPORTATION OF HAZARDOUS MATERIALS
H. F. 736

AN ACT relating to the reporting of accidents involving the transportation of hazardous materials.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SEcTION 1. Chapter three hundred twenty-one (321), Code 1975, is amended
by adding the following new section:

NEew SECTION. Any carrier transporting hazardous materials by rail, air,
water, or upon a public highway in this state, in the case of an accident involving
the transportation of hazardous materials, shall immediately notify the police
radio broadcasting system established by the commissioner of public safety
pursuant to section seven hundred fifty point one (750.1) of the Code or shall
notify a peace officer of the county, township, or municipality in which the
accident occurs. When a local law enforcement agency is informed of the
accident, the agency shall notify the Iowa highway safety patrol. For purposes of
this section “hazardous substances” shall mean hazardous substances as defined
in the federal Transportation Safety Act of 1974 (Public Law ninety-three dash
six hundred thirty-three (93-633), section one hundred three (103)). A person who
violates any provision of this section shall, upon conviction, be guilty of a
misdemeanor.
